Delay Action 
On Set-Backs 





Questioning several of its pro- 
visions, the Upland city council 
last night delayed action on rec- 
ommendations made by the plan- 
ning commission for a_ set-back 
crdinance and instructed the city 
manager and city attorney to take 
it under further consideration 
with the city planners. 


The motion which was made by 
‘Councilman James Goodban call- 
ed attention specifically to the 
set - backs paralleling Eighth 
street and the difference in set- 
backs on Campus avenue and 
West street north to Nineteenth. 

Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet stated 
that it might™te well. to go into 
the matter more thoroughly with 
the planning consultant before 
taking any action. 

The planning commission at its 
meeting last week passed specific 
set - back provisions for streets 
and highw&ys in the city. Changes 
were made cn Foothill boulevard 
and Sixteenth street by the plan- 
ners before approval. One impor- 
tant change was the provision for 
Foothill which allows a business 
place to have a 57 foot set-back 
instead of the 75 required for 
Tesidences.

- Council Authorizes Traffic Safety 
" Meeting, Recalls Wavy Lines Debate 


Declaring that “we've been try- 
ing to slow down traffic on Foot- 
hill but the county won't let us,” 
the Upland city council last night 
authorized the city manager, po-. 
lice chief and chairman of the 
police commission to meet with 
a representative of the depart- 
ment of motor vehicles to discuss 
“traffic safety.” 


The action came fcllowing the 
reading of a letter from Herbert 
Herzenberg, assistant coordinator 
of traffic safety education, re- 
questing such a meeting. Mr. 
Herzenberg has recently been 
named to the post and his terri- 
tory includes Los Angeles, Or- 
ange, Riverside and San Bernar- 
dino counties. © 

In approving this meeting, 
Ccuncilman James Goodban re- 
called the efforts of the city coun- 
ci) to place wavy lines on Foot- 
hill boulevard in order to slow 
down traffic, He mentioned that 


the recent fatality when several 
cars ran over a circus cock before 
traffic could be stopped and said 
that it may have been prevented 
if the cars had heen going slower.

placed wavy lines on Foothill at | 


the Euclid and Campus avenue 
intersections. The council was in- 
formed by E. Q. Sullivan, district 
engineer, a short time later that 
this action was not in keeping 
with state traffic laws and several 
wee’; later county highway em- 
vloys3 removed the wavy lines, 
billi- y the city for the cost.

Mrs. Johnson said that the con- 
cert association of which George 
Duley is president is very pleased 
to be able to present such an out- 
standing program this year. It is 
because the association is a com- 
munity non-profit organization 
and because of the cooperation 
and help of the Chaffey school 
board and personnel that makes 
it possible, she added. 

Although this is the first time 
that the Don Cossack chorus will 
be seen here, the group led by 
its dynamic pint-size conductor, 
Serge Jaroff, is beginning its 17th 
consecutive annua: tour of the 
United States, They will bring to 
Chaffey their huge’ repertory of 
Muscovite liturgies, rollicking 
Cossack rounds and soldier songs 
enhanced for the first time with 
American music.

Is Foothill Blod. Paine To 
Be Freeway ? Who Knows 


Whether Foothill boulevard will 
ever be an “expressway’’ or “free- 
way” is back in the limelight 
again with the disclosure of a 
plan in the state legislature for 
a program of building a Super- 
highway system that would cost 
$2,246,000,000. 

The plan as presented to the 
joint legislative committee Wed- 
nesday calls for a state-wide con- 
struction of “freeways” for a per- 
icd of 10 years beginning in 1949. 
One of the “expressways” listed 
is U. S. route 66 or Foothill boule- 
vard. 

E. Q. Sullivan, district engineer 
for the state highway depart- 
ment, only recently told the Up- 
land planning commission that 
“Foothill boulevard never will be- 
come a freeway.” He also added 
‘that if any freeway was built 
near Upland it weouldn’t be for 
another 10 years at least. 


Another highway mentioned in 
the report submitted to ihe legis- 
lative committee by G. Donald 
Kennedy, engineering consultant, 
was highway 99 which goes 
through Ontario. 

The matter of whether Foothill 
boulevard would ever beccme a 
“freeway” has been brought up 
frequently at planning commis- 
sion meetings, particularly during 
discussions on whether Foothill 
should be zoned for business or 
held for residences. 

So, with one view expressed by 
Sullivan and ancther apparently 
being held by the state, the Up- 
land city planners and council still 
don’t know just what is going to 
happen to Foothill boulevard. 

The expressway system of 2,940 
miles would connect such areas 
as Los Angeles, San Francisco- 
Oakland, San Jose, San Diego, 
Sacramento, Fresno and Stockton.

The directors convened in a 
special meeting last night to hear 
more details of the proposed im- 
provement, Their action is a rec- 
ommendation of the 
the voters, Ten directors were 
present and a secret ballot re- 
vealed all but one in favor of the 
undertaking. 

Wiiliam Gilliland, chairman of 
the chamber’s special committee 
which studied the proposal, re- 
ported to his fellow directors, giv- 
ing figures on the size of the 
building and how its construction 
would affect the tax rate. 

The bonds would be retired in 
20 years, principal being paid at 
about $24,000 annually, Mr. Gilli- 
land reported, the figures having 
been obtained from City Treasur- 
er Owen E. Atwood, Interest is 
estimated at 2 per cent. The. tax 
rate increase, based on the pres- 
ent valuation, due to passage of 
the bonds, is estimated at 55 
cents. 

The project would provide fa- 
cilities fcr 


a well-rounded com- 
munity recreational program, it 
was explained. The combined au- 


ditorium - gymnasium would have 
facilities for indoor sports, in- 
eluding basketball. The room, 
with a large stage, could also be 
used as an auditorium or a large 


dining hall. Seating capacity of 
the auditorium would be about 
1,200. Folding bleachers, along 


the sides, would provide accom- 
modations for spectators at bas- 
ketball games. 

President Ellery F. Wright pre- 
sided at the informal meeting 
Others on the special committee 
with Mr. Gilliland were Mrs. Sam 
B. Rowe, Paul F. Schowalter and 
Mi.

So for a while at least they’re 
going to let Brooks Kitchel 
burn the smudge pot “left- 
overs” at the city dump. 

Here’s how the whole thing 
started last night. Mr. Kitchel, 
who provides a lot of growers 
in this area with smudge oil, 
asked the council permission to 
use the city dump to burn the 
residue from each smudge pot 
that he services. 

The councilmen pondered the 
request for quite some time, 
not quite sure how the whole 
thing would work out. At one 
time it was suggested that Up- 
land might become like Los 
Angeles and have “smog” in- 
stead of smudge pot problems. 
But then nobody could figure 
out what else you could do with 
the oil residue used in smudge 
pots. 

So, Mr. Kitchel is going to 
be given a try but if too much 
smoke results, the council is 
going to start looking for an- 
other solution, smudge pot or 
not.

Building Plans for 
\Vet Memorial On 
Display at Rowe’ s 


Now on display in the north 
window of Rowe’s Hardware 
store are the architect’s draw- 
ings of Upland’s proposed vet- 
erans’ memorial building, the 
bond issue for which will be 
brought to vote on November 
19. 

Edgar C. Pierce, chairman of 
the citizen’s planning commit- 
tee, declares that the purpose 
of the display to acquaint 
the public with the project. 

In speaking of the memorial, 
Pierce declared that it would 
be open to all local organiza- 
tions, service clubs, and church- 
es, as well as for the veterans’ 
groups, and continued with the 
statement that such use would 
make Upland known as a pro- 
gressive town. 

The memorial, in addition to 
providing meeting for clubs, 
would provide facilities for 
dances, dinners, and indoor 
recreation.

to Lt. Col. Enson Smalley who 
spoke at the meeting of the Up- 
land Lions club at noon yester- 
day. The meeting was held in the 
Upland Woman’s club house. 
This area has been selected as 
the regimental headquarters for 
an infantry group with Lt. Col. 
Smalley named as the command- 
er. Fifty thcusand men are to 
be recruited in the state by the 
national guard as the peacetime 
army and Ontario-Upland will be- 
come one of the principal head- 
quarters in the military set up, 
the speaker said. 
Under the agreement between 


the federal government and the 
state, California is required to 
provide armories and the city of 


Ontario has agreed to provide a 
site for the building, Col. Smalley 
said. At the next session of the 
legislature money is scheduled to 


be allocated for construction of 
the armory. 
“Men from the small towns 


make a better national guard unit 
than do these from larger cities,” 
said the speaker in forecasting 
the high type of group here. The 
new unit was activated Tuesday 
night with additional enlistments 
expected.

This Life We Live 

By JAMES V. LATIMER 

1 am thinking of China these days, and especially .of 
the City of Shanghai. Many of my readers have heen 
there, and know what I mean when I speak of the Bund, 
the Banks, the Shanghai American school, the Commun- 
ity church, and Nanking road. Some of my friends have 
returned to that city to try to pick up broken threads. They 


find most of the threads broken and the spindles stripped 
clean. For example: 


The Y. M. C. A. building on Szecauan road was occu- 
pied by the army, and the resiaurant was staffed by Chi- 
ese. They moved out; but the Liichen and restaurant staifs 
refused to leave. Eventually ihe secretaries went to the 
mayor, to the chief of police, to the heads of the local 
unions, but no one could help or would lift a finger. The 
staffs demanded EIGHT MONTHS pay in advance, to cover 
suspected losses because the American army had not re- 
mained on. Middlemen were brought in, friends were ask- 
ed to help, and many conferences were entered into. Fin- 
ally an agreement was reached whereby the staffs would 
be paid two and one-half months in advance. Then new 
sialis were engaged, and the’ restaurant opened once 
again, under the former managers, the army and navy 
Y. M. C. A. 


Prices are still soaring. We may hesitate to make 
purchases here in the Unitea States because of the cost, 
but over there prices still go up and up. When people 
are able to secure services they pay $3.00 U. S. currency 
for a Chinese meal, $]1.00 for an ice cream sundae, and 
from fifteen to twertty-five dollars a pair for nylons. Bread 
is worth 40 cents per loa:, and is light weight at that. It 
is also reported that occasionally you see wheelbarrows 
loaded with UNRRA goods, being sold at rates fixed only 
by the man who pushes the barrow. No explanation is yet 
given as to how these small dealers get hold of the goods. 


There is also another nice racket over there. I knew it 
long ago, for soon after the First World War the demand 
for key nfoney sprang up. One could rent a house, buy 
the furnishings if need be, but he would find the house 
locked and permission te enter refused until he had paid 
the key money to someone. The amount would vary ac- 
cording to the tenant's ability to pay. The matter of fur- 
nished houses and apartments was also a great source of 
income. The house owner or agent would buy up used 
furnishings at auctions, load the place with undesirable 
goods, then rent it only on condition that all this junk be 
purchased by the renter. So, in addition to buying sev- 
eral hundred dollars worth of useless furnishings, he re- 
sented it when asked to hand out an additional hundred 
dollars or so as key money. 

Possibly our rental sharks here can learn something 
from the ancient Chinese.

What happens when an eccen- 
tric old millionaire cuts off his 
jitter-bug daughter and leaves his 
wealth, which includes a major 
baseball team, to a CAT? Read 
“Rhubarb” and live through hil- 
arious moments with H. Allen 
Smith as he bats out a double- 
header of a novel, every innning 
loaded with laughs. 

The ace of historical story tell-
